Fourteen Measures On the Eallot 


HERE are already fourteen measures to go on the 
‘| November ballot and the day is yet young. In other 

words, there is yet opportunity for more measures to 

qualify for initiative enactment, and there are several 
petitions out. It is likely the number will reach up to eighteen 
or twenty when the ballos comes around. August 5 is the 
last day for filing petitions of this character. Here is the list 
as far as it goes: 

Boxing bill—Legalizing ten-round fights. 

Franchise act — Providing that the State Railroad Com- 
mission have exclusive power to grant determinate or indeter- 
minate franchise for motor vehicle transportation for compen- 
Same to apply to inter- 


Water and power act—Empowering the state to develop 


and distribute water and electric energy and authorize issu- 
ance of bonds not exceeding $500,000,000 to promote projects. 


Single tax measure. 

Anti-vivisection act. 

Initiative act—Increases number of signatures to be obtain- 
ed on initiative measures. 

Act to tax publicly-owned utilities—Provides utilities owned 
by municipality, county, district or other public agency are 


Act to regulate publicly-owned public utilities—Provides 


they shall be under jurisdiction of State Railroad Commission. 


Fish preserve act—An act designed to make the Klamath 


river a state protected fish reserve. 


Fish and game amendment—Providing that all collections 
of state fish and game commission shall be used solely by that 
body. 

Tax on foreign insurance agencies — Providing that all 
foreign life insurance companies shall pay a 2 per cent tax, 
the proceeds to go toward assisting municipalities in paying 
pensions of retired firemen. 

The two proposed constitutional amendments: 

Tax amendment—Provides that a public utility paying 
state taxes may deduct from gross receipts from operation of 
its business any amount it pays to other public utility when 
that amount is included in gross receipts from which tax of 
latter utility is computed, 

Municipal public works act—Authorizes two or more muni- 
cipalities to aequire or control by contract public works for 
supplying inhabitants with light, water, power, heat, trans- 
portation or other utility service. 

The bond act is: Land settlement bond act—-Providing for 
a bond issue of $3,000,000 to carry out the purposes of the land 
settlement act.

The great World Meet of Boy 
Scouts to be held in Copenhagen 
this suminer continues the centre 
of interest in international Scout 
cireles. 

“Everybody in Denmark, from 
the King downward, is looking for- 
ward to the Scouts’ International 
Jamboree which will be held in 
Copenhagen in August,’ states the 
Bulletin of the British Boy Scout 
Association. “The foreign visitors 
(about thirty nations will be rep- 
resented) are in for a good time. 

“In addition to the seven days 
of the Jamboree contests, there 
will be four days of sight-seeing 
to the most interesting and beau- 
tiful spots in and around the city. 
The days are disposed of in the 
following way: 

“1—By rail to Frederiksborg 
Castle, built in the middle of a 
lake and containing Denmark's 
National Historical Museum; to 
Elsinore, famous through Shake- 
speare’s ‘Hamlet,’ returning by 
steamer along the coast, the Riv- 
iera of Denmark, with Sweden in 
view. 

“2—A trip into the country to 
visit the farms, where the delic- 
ious Danish bacon and butter are 
produced. 

“3—Visits to Danish industries, 
including the breweries, margarine 
factories and the works where the 
first Diesel motor for ships was

The subject of home financing may be divided 
into three sections, private money, banks and build- 
ing and loan associations. 


Savings banks are the biggest source of home 
financing. The savings banks can make only real 
estate loans. They make a great many building 
loans. Next to them are the building and loan 
associations, but in between come the _ private 
money sources. 


The banks make their loans under very strict 
regulations. They are limited to sixty per cent 
of the valuation of the property, but the actual 
practice of banks in making loans is to limit their 
loans to forty per cent of the vaiue of the property 
on a cash basis. That means that the bank funds 
have to be supplemented by secotid loans, 


Private money covers a very broad field, aiid 
might also include the private mortgage association. 


Building and loan associations are more popular 
in the east than they are here due to the fact that 
they are better known, people have settled longer 
in one place, and the character of property does 
not change as rapidly as it does here, where prop- 
erty that five years ago was residential is now 
business, industrial or as in Long Beach, ruined 
for residential purposes by oil development.

They can lend before construction and afterwards. 
Their whole plan is devised for the purpose of 
home building through the savings of the home- 
builder himself. In this state the practice of a 
young institution is to divide its loans among its 
own subscribers. The building and loan association 
can help the home-builder in practiceago about fifty 
or sixty per cent of the value of the property. 
They make it possible to get a building loan as 
they will make a loan in adyance of construction. 
The building and loan asgoeiation is mutual by 
law, When a charter is obtained, they have to 
state that the charter is obtained for a mutual 
organization. The mutual character of the associa-

tion, naturally built up through the lenders, aver- 
ages the loan down to a very low level. The aver- 
age loan in California is a little over $2,000.00. 


How Loans Are Repaid 


Their loans are repaid through a variety of 
plans running from five to ten and eleven years, 
with the interest and principal payable each month, 
interest running five, to eight, nine and twelve per 
cent on the monthly balances. 


If you have a monthly payment loan of $10.00 
or $12.00 or $15.00 per month, it is a” diffieult 
bookkeeping problem, so it is figured quarterly in 
advance. But, as a matter of fact, that practice 
increases the interest. Seven and one-half per cent 
may become eight or nine per cent. Some firms 
set forth their actual rate of interest. The amount 
raises the rate quite a bit. Most firms, however, 
figure their interest annually in acvance. That 
of the loan in size is small. It usually is about 
fifty per cent of the value of the property here in 
Los Angeles, and the average rate of interest is a 
little over eight per cent. The building and loan 
associations constitute a real element in home 
financing.
